\ LETTER of Peter La Touche, Esq. Jun. to the Trustees of the Linen and Hempen 
' Manufactures of Ireland, was presented and read, ui)d is as follows: 



“ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“ On the part of the Treasurer of your Board, who is confined by illness, 
I have to acquaint you that your Secretary has this day lodged to be placed 
to your Credit, the sum of Thirteen thousand two hundred and eighty-seven 
Pounds one shilling and five-pence m lull discharge of a like sum, slated by 
the Commissioners of Accounts in their 31st, and every subsequent Report, td 
be " an Arrear created by the late James Corry, and remaining a Chaige 
against his Representatives.” 

« As a Member of your Board, I cannot, at the same time, avoid 1 recom- 
mending to vour notice, the diligence and fidelity with which this Ofiicer has 
discharged his duty in thus fulfilling his Father’s engagements to you. 

“ And I could, from personal knowledge, bear testimony also to the 
promptness with which he lias applied the means that have lately come into 
his hands to the discharge of every private Debt affecting bis mlieutance, 
but that l feel restricted from mixing the mention of such circumstances m a 
communication of a public nature.

« x have the utmost satisfaction in being able now to acquaint the Board, 
that the litigation which lias so long subsisted between the Newburgh family 
and [lie Representatives ol the late James Corry, has been brought to a final 
conclusion, and that the Arrear created by the late Mr. Carry, 
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remained a Charge against his Representatives, amounling to the sum of 
Thirteen thousand two hundred and eighty-seven Pounds one shilling; and 
five-pence, was on the 24th of February last paid into the Bank of the 
lit. lion. David La Touche, your Treasurer. 

« That Arrear being now paid, I beg leave to submit that the Board should 
be pleased to order, that those Securities which were vested by the Ri-preseii- 
taUves of the late Mr.. Cony in trust, for the purpose of securing the payment 
of the arrear above-mentioned, should be now re-conveyed to ‘the Representa- 
tives of Mr. Con y.
